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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments are inconrect as on page 1 . Applicant's representative cannot compel examiner to 
consider the preamble of a claim - MPEP 21 1 1 .02 only states the conditions under which a preamble must be considered and the 
underlying legal rationale; there is nothing present in that passage compelling such action by examiner. THe amendment is non-compliant 
since it does not underline the changes portions. l\/lovement of dependent claims to independent claims requires further search and 
further consideration. Examiner rejected those claims under various combinations of refemeces and that combination would used. 
However, the amendment significantly changes claim scope and would require further consideration. As such, entry of such an 
amendment would not be proper in fhte first place and is denied. 

Next, the Moulton reference does teach the use of subregions (different portions between camera shots for the mouth and the lips), 
since clearly a region that is being altered (mouth and lips) Is a subregion. Therefore, blending that altered region would clearly suggest 
using subregions. 

The second set of rejections using Cosatto clearly blends subregions, since "different parts of the face" (see Remarks page 2 as filed 
with AF amendment) clearly constitute separate subregions. A different part of the face clearly constitutes a 'geometric component' since 
a geometric component is merely a region that has some kind of bounded perimeter, which the different parts of the face of Cosatto do. 
Moulton clearly generates a sub-features (namely, the mouth and lips) generated from the various images from different directions. 
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
